|STOCK RUNNING 
AT LARGE IN MUNI- 
CIPAL DISTRICTS 


Under the provisions of the Munici- 
pal District Act, sections 206 to 216a 
\inclusive, authority is given to any 
municipal district to pass a bylaw 
with reference to stock running at 
large. By the amendments made to 
the act at the recent session of the 
legislature, at the request of the Hon. 
A. G. Mackay, Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, any bylaw of a municipal dis- 
trict with reference to stock running 
at large, must be submitted for ap- 
proval of the minister before it can 
be advertised as provided for by sec- 
tion 214 of the said act, and any muni- 
cipal council] that is considering the 
putting into force of a bylaw with re- 
ference to stock running at large, 
should be careful to see that they have 
the necessary approval endorsed on a 
certified copy of their bylaw before it 
is advertised. This admendment was 
asked for not because it was desired 
to interfere in any way with the busi- 
| ness of the municipal districts, but 
for the purpose of protecting munici- 
;pal districts, as far as possible, from 
| trying to enforce a bylaw which would 
|be illegal, and which would get them 
into trouble. The following is a copy 
of the model form of bylaw which is 
being sent out to the municipal dis- 


tricts. under the instructions of the. 


minister, so that they may draw up 
their bylaw in accordance therewith: 
Bylaw No. ...... 

“A bylaw of the municipal district 
of ....e. .eae, No....... for restrain- 
ing animals at large. 

“1, No horse, etc. (describe animals 
‘to be affected), the property of any 
}peron, resident or non-resident, within 
‘the said municipal district of....... : 


No... shall at any time be at large in 
that part of the said municipal dis- 
trict, particularly described as follows 
Sitar ae’ (if it is not desired to restrain 
animals from running at large in any 
part of the district, use the words “in 
any part of the sald municipal dis- 
trict.") if during certain months of 
the year, substitute particular months 
for the words ‘at any time.’ 

“9 An animal at large shall be 
deemed to be any animal not under 
i direct control of the owner or some- 
one acting under his authority, or not 
‘confined within any building or lawful 
| fence, 

“9 Any animal at large contrary to 

‘the provisions of this bylaw may be 
/impounded in the manner herein pro- 
| vided for. 
“4 Pounds shall be established as 
'follows: (location of pounds and 
lnames of poundkeepers shall be add- 
led). 

“5, Any fence conforming with the 
requirements of the fence ordinance 
‘shall be deemed to be a lawful fence 
l(or the municipal district may define 
the fence they desire to have as a 
Hlawful fence). : 

“6 Notwithstanding anything herein 
contained, any resides: of the said 
municipal district: may allow... .head 
of horses or cattle (up to 100 may be 
allowed or in the alternative up to 
500 sheep) to run at large for every

“7. The provisions of sections 208 to 
215 inclusive of the Municipal District 
Act, shall be deemed to be incorporat- 
ed in and form part of this bylaw.

necessary change desired should be 
made. 

Section 6 provides for {he limiting 
vt the number of cattle or horses or 
sheep that a man owning land within 
the municipal district may be allowed 
to run at large. The question of the 
number that may be aiiowed to run 
at large in any municipal district rests 
with the council of the district, but 
no provision can be inserted in the 
bylaw so a to allow the owner of land 
| to have more than 100 cattle or horses 
or 500 sheep running at large for each 
quarter section of land, in the munici- 
| pal district owned by him. It should, 
ofcourse, beborneinmindstad,e.1(a06 ?,‘| 
of course, be borne in mind that it is 
not necessary for the municipal coun- 
cil to deal with this point at all un- 
less they so desire. 

It is important that the provisions 
of the act in regard to advertising of 
the bylaw should be carefully fol- 
lowed: that is, that any bylaw with 
‘reference to stock running at large, 
iwhich the council of the municipal 
! district intends putting into operation, 
should after the form of bylaw has 
|} been approved by the minister, be ad- 
( vertised by notice in some newspaper 
‘published in the municipality, or if 
there be no newspaper published fn 
the municipality, in some newspaper 
vhaving a cireulation therein. Sueh 
notice shall contain a short synopsis 
‘of the bylaw, and in addition, a copy 
of the bylaw is required to be posted 
:up in fifteen conspicuous places in the 
‘municipality; one of these being the 
! office of the secretary-treasurer. 

If within thirty days of the publica- 


; tion of the notice in the newspaper, |. 


'ten resident electors or the municipal 
| district petition the council to do so, 
the bylaw must be submitted to a vote 
of the resident electors, and a _ two- 
thirds majority of those voting is re- 
quired befure the council can place 
ithe bylaw in operation.

SUMMER CARE OF 
VEGETABLES 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 
| Root crops, such as beet, carrot and 
i parsnip, should be carefully weeded 
land thinned while the plants are still 
|small, Parsnips should be thinned to 
about four inches apart; Swede tur- 
| nips six to eight inches. Carrots may 
| be thinned to one inch apart and, 
| when large enough to use, alternate 
roots pulled, leaving the remainder 
two inches apart. Garden beets may 
be similarly handled, but the final dis- 
jtance in this case should be about 
| four inches. As beet tops may a very 
delicious early green vegetable, thin- 
ning should be done so that these tops 
may grow to a useable size. The soil 
showd be kept cultivated and never 
allowed to bake or harden. This is 
particularly true ‘with peas and beans 
if a tender, succulent crop is desired. 
Iseans, however, should not be cultiv- 
fated when moist with either rain or 
‘dew, as the plants if injured under 
| these conditions, are particularly sub- 
| ject to bean rust (the spores of this 
| disease developing in the injured tis- 
sues). 

Corn that has been sown in hills 
should be thinned to three or four 
plants to a hill, if the hills are two 
'to two and a half feet apart. Cabbage 
and cauliflower plants require eighteen 
to twenty inches of space to each 
plant in the row, and the rows should 
‘be two and a half feet apart. The 
| soil should be kept well hoed to con- 
| serve the moisture and = encourage 
‘rapid growth. Where space is limited 
| tomatoes may be grown in rows three 
_feet apart and the plants eighteen 
‘inches apart in the rows and tied up 
|to stakes. Corn, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
squash, pumpkins and melons all grow 
‘best on a light, warm soil. Five or six 
!sucumber plants may be grown in a 
/ hill, the hills spaced about three feet 
apart;
